ICE INDICATOR ON PLANES 

There's a little gadget which has 
just been perfected that likely 
will make next winter's flying 
easier for the boys who pilot Allied 
bombers. It’s an ice indicator. 

it isn’t impressive-looking. It 
weighs about five pounds and 
looks like a handful of telephone 
cord connecting two emall black 
boxes, a dial and a plastic disc. 

It does these things: 

1. It tells when ice starts to 
form on the plane. 

2. It tells how thick the ice is. 

3. It can switch on a de-icer. 

In short, it means the bomber 
pilot has one lees thing to worry 
about. 

It sounds very simple. But ac- 
tually the young scientist who in- 
vented the gadget, Dr. Waldo 
Kliever, put the complicated new 
science of electronics to work to 
make it. 

It’s the first time anyone has 
been able to measure the rate at 
which ice forms on a plane. Until 
now, the co-pilot has had to’ do 
the worrying and trust his own 
judgment. If you've ridden a 
sleeper plane, you've seen him at 
night come back into the cabin 
and throw his flashlight beam 
along the leading edge of the wing. 
He was looking for ice and trying 
to determine how thick it was. 

The indicator starts with a small 
disc set into any surface of-the 
plane which wants watching. This 
disc is linked to a dial on the 
pilot’s dashboard. When ice forms, 
the dial’s needle swings to the 
right, and as it swings it indicates 
just how much ice is outside on 
the wing. ‘- 

It ien’t a gadget that measures 
dropping temperatures like a ther- 
mometer. It doesn’t touch the ice. 
It simply registers “ice” because 


the ice changes the character of 


the electrical “field” around it.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time.—-We do not know when 
our first parents began their life 
together. It was something over 
six thousand years ago. The let- 
ter of Jeremiah’s, partly quoted 
in this lesson, was written about 
599 B.C. Our Lord’s teaching on 
divorce was given in February, 
A.D. 30. The marriage in Cana 
occurred in February, A.D. 27, 
Place.—_We do not know where 
the garden of Eden was located, 
but it was probably near the lower 
part of the Tigris and Euphrates 
Rivers; those to whom Jeremiah 
wrote were living in Babylon. Our 
Lord’s teaching on divorce was 
given in Peraea. The wedding 
described by John was in Cana of 
Galilee, 
Before the Creation of Eve 


18, “And Jehovah God said, It 
ia not good that man should be 
alone; I will make him a help 
meet for him. 19. And out of the 
ground Jehovah God formed every 
beast of the field, and every bird 
of the heavens; and brought them 
unto the man to see what he would 
call them: and whatsoever the 
man called every living creature, 
that was the name thereof. 2(¥ 
And the man gave names to all 
cattle, and to the birds of the 
heavens, and to every beast of the 
field; but for man there was not 


found a help meet for him.” The . 


main word in this paragraph is 
helpmeet, which means, literally, 


a helper. The expression indicates. 


that the forthcoming helper was 
to be of similar nature to the man 
himself; corresponding by way of 
supplement to the incompleteness 
of his lonely being, and in every 
way adapted to be his co-partner 
and companion. All that Adam’s 
nature demanded for its comple- 
tion, physically, intellectually, so- 
cially, was to be included in this 
qther self who was soon to stand 
by his side. Thus in man’s need, 
and woman’s power to satisfy that 


need, is Inid the foundation for ‘ 


the Divine institution of marriage, 
which was afterwards prescribed 
not for the first pair alone, but 
for all their posterity. 

Creation of Eve 

21. “And Jehovah God caused 
a deep sleep to fal] upon the man, 
and he slept; and he took one of 
his ribs, and closed up the flesh 
instead thereof: 22. and the rib, 
which Jehovah God had taken

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HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can I make an even 
break in a glass bottle just below 
the neck? 

A, Wrap a piece of twine that 
has been saturated with turpen- 
tine or kerosene around the bottle 
at the point where the: break is 
desired. Ignite the twine and let 
it burn until consumed; then pour 
cold water on the bottle and it 
will break where the twine was 
tied. 

Q. How can I boil eggs so that 
the whites will not be tough? 

A. To soft-cook eggs, put them 
into a pan of water that is boiling 
hot. Remove the pan from the 
fire and let the eggs stand in it 
from eight to ten minutes. When 
cooked in this way, the whites of 
the eggs do not become tough. 

Q. How can I prevent crumb- 
ling of plaster when driving a 
nail into it? 

A. Placing the nail in very hot 
water before driving it into a 
plaster wall will lessen the danger 
of its crumbling the plaster. 

Q. How can I remedy hair that 
is too oily? 

A. Beat the white of an oe 
stiff as possible and rub into 
hair until it is wet all over. Allow 
this to dry, after which the egg

Q. How can I make furniture 
polish? 


A. This can be done very easily 
by mixing two parts boiled lin- 
seed ojl and one part turpentine, 
An excellent polish will be the re- 
sult. 


Return of Supplies

“Fresh” Taste Put 
In Processed Milk 


and Milk Fat 


Skim Milk 


Note to farmers: Now they've 
come up with a plan to make 
“fresh” milk without the imme- 
diate help of a cow. 

This is not to say the new pro- 
cesa to put the original taste in 
dehydrated milk, as demonstrated 
by physicians of the New York 
Academy of Medicine, is cowless 
milk. It is just that the original 
producers down on the farm are 
far removed in time and space, 

What Dr. Charles B. North, orig- 
inator of the process, has done is 
to dry skim milk and milk fat 
separately, then mix them together 
and add water, weeks or maybe 
months later, to produce “free#h” 
milk. ‘ 

At a demonstration in a Long 
Island City ice cream plant, 60 
pounds of dehydrated milk fat, 
which looked Iike butter, an 110 
pounds of dry skim milk were mix- 
ed for several minutes with 620 
quarts of water. The mixture 
made 600 quarts of milk and re 
sulted in these comments: 

Col. B. A. Seeley, Army Medical 
Corps: “Tasted like fresh milk to 
me, maybe better. But I’m not a 
milk drinker and I’m not sure I 
remember just how milk is sup- 
posed to taste.” 

Dr. North: “The milk had a 
cooked taste, but it was an acct- 
dent of preparation. Besides, the 
eooked taste disappears if the milk 
stands in refrigeration for 12 
hours.” 

Exhaustive studies. leave no 
dowbt that a pure fat can be ex- 
tracted from milk and dried so 
that its moisture is reduced to 
1_per cent; that this fat, properly 
heated ded. packed, will keep tin- 
definitely without refrigeration; 
that the fat can be niited, with 
skim milk powder at temperatu 
below the critical 160 degrees F. 
to produce an emulsion out of 
which cream and milk can be made 
which is indistinguishable from 
natural fresh milk and cream. 


We now have something that can 
be stored for future use during 
spring and early summer when 
milk is plentiful, something that 
can be made anywhere, something 
that will keep In tropical and sub- 
tropical climates and on ships, 
emething that we can send to 
Great Britain and later to starving 
Europe—all without taking up too 
much scarce shipping space.

The synthetic tires 
being used by the company have 
some natural rubber in their make 
up—it is used to bind cotton fab- 
ric in the base, but the tread is 
entirely of the synthetic material 
produced from petroleum, 

Now the company is experiment- 
ing further. Passengers om city 
busses never dream that they may 
be riding on the new petroleum 
product, but 28 tires with syn- 
thetic rubber treads are in use 
on regular routes in Chicago at 
the present time. They are being 
tried out in all parts of the city. 

Already about 15,000 milea have 
been traveled by the synthetic 
tires. There have been no blow- . 
outs, no punctures. Drivers say 
they are easier to handle on wet 
pavements than the conventional 
type.

There are some visitore Canada 
does not welcome——hence the need 
for a black-out. 

@hortly after the blackout wae 
ordered, indignant complaints 
reached the authorities that it was 
not complete.

It comes to an end because this 
individual citizen no longer will 
have the time to write a column 
a week.

GOLDEN TEXT.—Train up a 
child in the way~he should go. 
And even when he is old he will 
not depart from it. Proverbs 22:6. 
TILE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time.—The particular passage 
assigned to us in Deuteronomy 
was written somewhere about 
1460 B.C. Paul wrote his last 
letter to Timothy about A.D. 66. 

Place.—All the early chapters 
of Deuteronomy record discourses 
by Moses on the plains of Moab, 
on the eastern side of Jordan. The 
second Epistle of Paul to Timothy 
was written from Rome, Timothy 
being probably at Ephesus. 

First Commandment 


4. “Hear, O Israel: Jehovah 


our God is-one Jehovah.” These 
verses, 4 and 5 are referred to by 
our Lord as ‘the first and great 
commandment.’ 

6. “And thou shalt love Jehovah 
thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might.” The demand ‘with all 


thy heart’ excuses all half-heart- - 


edness, all division of the heart 
in its love. The heart is men- 
tioned first as the seat of the 
emotions generally and of love in 
particular; then follows the soul 
as the centre of personality in 
man, to depict the love as per- 
vading the entire self-conscious- 
ness; and to this is added ‘with 
ali the strength,’ that is of body 
and soul, 
The Truth Taught 

6. “And these words, which I 
command thee this day, shal] be 
upon thy heart; 7. and thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy 
children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sitteth in thy house, 
and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up.” If the 
Word of God is in our heart, then 
will be the centre of our life, 
and it will be inevitable that we 
shal] speak to our children fre- 
quently of the Word; the age of 
childhood is the timg for instruc- 
tion and for molding life. 


The Truth In Life 


8. “And thou shalt bind them 
for a sign upon thy hand, and 
they shall be for frontlets be- 
tween thine eyes.

The tragedy is that 
these artificial devices often take 
the place of real devotion to the 
Word of God, and those who use 
them find it convenient and take 
it to be sufficient to simply al- 
low these inscribed passages of the 
Word of God to come in contact 
with the arm or the brow, without 
allowing the actual truth of these 
passages to enter into aed domin- 
ate the heart itself,

20. “When thy son asketh thee 
in time to come, saying, What 
mean the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the ordinances, which 
Jehovah our God hath commanded 
you? 21. then thou shalt say unto 
thy son, We were Pharaoh’s bond- 
men’ in Egypt: and Jehovah

Tea Biscuits, Scones 


and Suchlike 


Now that we have just passed 
through that wonderful season, 
with nature in all her glory—and 
what is there in natural beauty 
which can surpass the resplendent 
colorings of the Canadian Maple— 
we are reminded of these favor 
ite lines and quote: 

“Now stir the fire and close the 
shutters fast, ' 

Let fall the curtains and wheel 
the sofa round, 

And while the bubbling and loud 
hissing urn, 

Throws up a steamy column, and 
the cups 


That cheer but not inebriate, 
wait on each, 
So let us welcome peaceful 


evening in.’ 

And in this mood, whether “the 
loud hissing urn” is filled with 
cocoa or rationed tea, one of the 
accompanying morsels is the tea 
biscuit—with variations. 

Tomato and Cheese Biscuit 
2 cups sifted pastry flour 
2% teaspoons baking powder 

% teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons sugar 
4 tablespoons butter 

% cup grated cheese 
1 cup condensed tomato soup 

Sift dry ingredients, mix in 
shortening and add cheese, blend- 
ing thoroughly. Moisten with the 
canned tomato soup. Roll out 
as lightly as possible in the usual 
way and cut in desired shapes, 

Fruit Scones 
2 . cups sifted cake flour 
2% teaspoons baking powder 

4% teaspoon salt 

2° tablespoons sugar . 

4 tablespoons butter 

1% teaspoons grated orange peel 

% cup finely chopped ‘seedless 
raisins 

2 eges 

% cup light cream ; 

Sift flour once; measure; add 
baking powder, salt and sugary 
then sift again. Cut in shortening, 
Add orange rind and raising, Re- 
serve about one-third of one egg 
for glaze. Beat remaining eggs 
well and add cream, Add all at 
once to flour mixture and stir un- 
til flour is dampened. Then stir 
vigorously until mixture forms a 
soft dough and follows spoon 
round bowl. Turn out at once 
on slightly floured board and 
knead for % minute. Roll % inch 
thick and eut in triangles, Place 
on ungreased baking sheet. Brush 
tops lightly with reserved egg 
white slightly beaten, Sprinkle 
with sugar lightly (if ration per- 
mits), Bake in hot oven 12 to 
15 minutes, 

Turnovers 
2. cups cake flour 
2 teaspoons salt 
% cup butter 
2 packages cream cheese 

Sift flour once, ‘neasure and 
add salt; then sift again, Using 
knives cut in the butter and 
cheese. Wrap the dough in waxed 
paper and place in the refriger- 
ator over night. Roll out dough 


_to % inch thickness and cut into 


squares about three inches. Drop 
some type of jam in the centre. 
Gather up corners and pinch to- 
gether. Brush lightly with milk. 
Bake in very hot oven for 15 min-«

HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can I make an even 
break in a glass bottle just below 
the neck? ‘ 

-A. Wrap a piece of twine that 
has been saturated with turpen- 


* tine or kerosene around the bottle 


at the point where the break is 
desired. Ignite the twine and let 
it burn until consumed; then pour 
cold water on the bottle and it 
will break where the twine was 
tied. 

Q. How can I boil eggs so that 
the whites will not be tough? 

A. To soft-cook eggs, put them 
into a pan of water that is boiling 
hot. Remove the pan from the 
fire and let the eggs stand in it 
from eight to ten minutes. When 
cooked in this way, the whites of 
the eggs do not become tough. 

Q. How can I prevent crumb- 
ling of plaster when driving a 
nail into it? 

A. Placing the nail in very hot 
water before driving {it into a 
plaster wall will lessen the danger 
of ita crumbling the plaster. 

Q. How can I remedy halr that 
ia too oily? 

A. Beat the white of an 
stiff as possible and rub into the 
hair until it is wet all over. Allow 
this to dry, after which the egg 
will brush out like fine white pow- 
der and leave the hair fluffy and 
bright. 

Q. How cam I make furniture 
polish? ‘

“Fresh” Taste Put’ 


In Processed Milk 


Skim Milk and Milk Fat 
Dried Separately 


Note to farmers: Now they've 
come up with a plan to make 
“fresh” milk without the imme- 
diate help of a cow. 

This is not to say the new pro- 
cess to put the original taste tm 
dehydrated milk, as demonstrated 
by physicians of the New York 
Academy of Medicine, is cowless 
milk. It is just that the original 
producers down on the farm are 
far removed in time and space, 

What Dr. Charles B. North, orig- 
inator of the process, has done la 
to dry skim milk and milk fat 
separately, then mix them together 
and add water, weeks or maybe 
months later, to produce “fresh” 
milk, 

At a demonstration in a Long 
Island City ice cream plant, 60 
pounds of dehydrated milk. fat, 
which looked like butter, an 110 
pounda of dry skim milk were mix- 


ed for several minutes with 620. 


quarta of water. The mixture 
made 600 quarts of milk and re 
sulted in these comments: 

Col. B. A, Seeley, Army Medical 
Corps: “Tasted Nke fresh milk te 
me, maybe better. But I’m not a 
milk drinker and I'm not sure I 
remember just how milk {is #up- 
posed to taste.” 

Dr. North: “The milk had a 
cooked taste, but it was an acet- 
dent of preparation. Besides, the 
eooked taste disappears if the milk 
stands in refrigeration for 12% 
hours.” 

“xhaustive studies leave neo 
dowbt that a pure fat can be ex- 
tracted from milk and dried so 
that its moisture 1s reduced to 
1 per cent; that this fat, properly 
liéated..and. packed, will keep tn- 
definitely witiwut. refrizeration;:

skim milk powder at temperatures 


below the critical 160 degrees F. 
to produce an emulsion out of 
which cream and milk can be made 
which is indistingulehable from 
natural fresh milk and cream,

that will keep in tropical and sub- 
tropical climates and on shipa,

Tire 43,000 Miles 


When an automobile tire wears 
out it isn’t usually an occasion for 
an item in a newspaper, even in 
these days when tires are often 
irreplaceable. But one tire which 
wae worn out on the streets of 
Chicago recently makes news. 

It was a tire made largely of 
synthetic rubber, 


What's more important, it lasted 
just as long as the three other 
tires on the automobile, all made 
of the real thing. The tires were 
rotated so as to give each one the 
same kind of wear, and all of them 
lasted the normal life of auto 
mobile tires—about 43,000 miles, 


The Chicago Motor Coach Com- 
pany, which made the experiment, 
thinks this may well be the first 
synthetic tire manufactured by one 
of the big companies to wear out 
in commercial use.

GOLDEN TEXT.—Train up a 
child in the way he should go. 
And even when he is old he will 
not depart from it: Proverbs 22:6.

Time.—-The particular passage 
assigned to us in Deuteronomy 
was written somewhere about 
1460 B.C. Paul wrote his last 
letter to Timothy about A.D. 66.

First Commandment

Britain Calls Up 
Eighteen-Year-Olds 


The King, in the presence of 
South African Premier Field Mar 
shal Jan C. Smuts and Ernest 
Bevin, Minister of Labor and Na 
tional Service, signed a proclama- 
tion at Buckingham Palace recent 
ly making 18-year-old youths elig« 
ible for military service. 

Bevin, disclosing the action ia 
the House of Commons, empha 
sized that the young class wo 
not be required to serve abroad. 

“We propose to register Nov. 
7 those who have reached the age 
of 18 between July 1 and Sept. 
80, inclusive,” he said. “They 
will be medically examined later 
in the month and called up as re- 
quired. 

“Many of them may expect te 
join the services in December.” 

Bevin hinting at offensive ae 
tion, said the need for the 18 
year-olds was urgent. 

“IT will not go into details,” he 
said, “but there are requirements 
for the three services necessita- 
ting this step. The state has now 
been reached when, in the opinion 
of the Government, the calling 
up ean no longer be postponed, 
Indeed, it is urgently necessary.”

Soups 


Sometimes it seems unnecessary 
to give recipes for soups now that 
canned soups have been_perfect- 
ed. It is so easy to open a can of 
soup and have ready a steaming 
hot dish of soup almost before you 
assemble the ingredients to make 
a pot of your own recipe. 

It is possible to make variations 
of the standard type of canned 
soups by combining a couple of 
eans of different varieties, I like 
for instance to mix green pea with 
tomato and chicken and rice with 
mushroom; cream of mushroom 
with tomato, ete. 

As true patriots we have been 
asked not to use canned oods 
whenever we can possibly do with- 
out, but in cases of emergency 
I am giving you these recipes,

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—Dates are entirely un- 
important in this lesson, and, 
therefore, we classify these vari- 
ous passages only in a general 
chronological scheme.

Britain Garners 


Miracle Harvest 


Bumper Crop Estimated At 
110,000,000 Bushels 


Estimates of the “‘miracle’’ 
vest garnered in the United King- 
dom this year were contained in 
a Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
wheat review issued in Ottawa 
which also predicted that the 
bumper crop would mean curtail- 
ment of Canadian wheat sales to 
Britain. 

While official figures of the 
wheat crop which will relieve Bri- 
tain’s shipping problem were un- 
available, the. bureau said” that 
private observers had ‘ estimated 
the production at between 100,000,- 
000 and 115,000,000 bushels, indt- 
cating record yields per acre. 

The pre-war per acre yield was 
about 36 bushels on about 1,700,000 
acres, but this year it appeared to 
have exceeded 40 bus hels on about 
2,400,000 acres, 

“Such a crop means much to 
Britain in terms of valuable. ship- 
ping space freed to carry war ma- 
terlals other than wheat to the 
United Kingdom, although it prob- 


ably also means that Canada's 
market _for wheat and flour in 
Britain will suffer curtailment,” 


the bureau said. 

In addition to.a record-breaking 
Canadian wheat crop estimated at 
615,000,000 bushels, the bureau 
said that elsewhere “the high tide 
of world wheat supplies continues 
to rise,” 

The United Kingdom harvest 
has been gathered, while a few 
weeks hence another river of new 
wheat will flow from the farms 
in Australia. 

“In 1942 the bread-grain éupplies 
are stacked high in favor of the 
Dnited Nations, while Nazi Ger- 
many and German-occupied Bur- 
ope produced this year 15 percent 
less bread grain (wheat and rye) 
than a year ago, and 26 percent 
less than the average of the four 
years 1935-38, according to a state- 


ment credited to-the British Min- 


istry of Bconomic Warfare,” it’ 
said, : 
The Australian crop is éstimat- 


ed at 145,000,000 bushels of which 
probably not more than 60,000,000 
bushels will be used at home,

More Men Sought 
For British ‘Army 


Younger Workers To Be 
Taken From Many Industries 
Britain, exploring every fast 
nook and cranny for manpower 
for the fighting services, has with- 
drawn the deferment of younger 
men engaged in trades which are 
a step removed from direct war 
work or which have become un- 
essential. % 

Some 15) trades were affected 
by the announcement of the Min- 
istry of Labor and National Serv- 
ice, headed by Ernest Bevin, that 
men of two age classes. Under 30 
who were previously regarded as 
more valuable in civilian jobs will 
be given medical examinations and 
put into uniform. 

The latest move in a thorough 
comb-out of unessential industry 
will result in the calling up of men 
under 25 at the time of national 
registration who hold certain Gov- 
ernment jobs, perform certain 
types of aircraft work, or are em- 
ployed in such trades as building 
or cycle making, 

Others in the game age clase 
who will be called up include em- 
ployees of blacksmiths, fron nd 
steel founders, gunsmiths, forest- 
ers, locomotive drivers, glass work- 
ers, electricians and even mem- 
bers of the custodian staffs of the 
Houses of Parliament.

50-Mile Limit 
On Bus Travel , 


Public Asked To Reduce All 
Unnecessary Rail Trips 

The Munitions and Supply De- 
partment last week advised-all pub- 
lic vehicle operators in Canada 
that, in order further to curtail! 
the use of gasoline, rubber and 
labor, no bus passenger may be 
carricd more than 650 miles in 
one continuous jolrney on and 
after November 15. 

Passengers may still be carried 
on a 50-mile round trip, and the 
directive will not apply in localities 
where no other “reasonably direct” 
form of public transportation is 
available. 

However, no tickets may be gold 
for any continuous bus journey of 
more than 50 miles, unless it is 
made on roytes approved by the 
transit controller, 

Where buses are the only means 
of transportation, or where other 
means are “hopeleasly inconvent- 
ent,” exceptions will be made to 
the general order, each case be 
ing judged on its own merits, the 
department said. 


The directive’ requires the dis- 
continuance of any services whicr 
unnecessarily duplicate other trans- 
portation services, but routes which 
supply essential local services will 
be maintained. 

It is expected that travellers £0- 
ing long distances now will be un- 
able to choose between railway and 
bus transportation, thus throwing 
a further load upon already crowd- 
ed railways.

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WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


BIRDS AND WAR 


A curious effect of submarine 
warfare, which is of more import- 
ance than a casual reading might 
suggest, is noted by Roger T. Pet- 
erson of the National Audubon 
Society in the current issue of the 
Audubon Magazine. It is that oil 
set afloat by torpedoed ships 
brings death to the birds of the 
ocean — ducks, guils and many 
others. Several thousands of 
ducks have teen found killed by 
oil] off the Nova Scotia coast 
alone. 

Science Service, commenting on 
Mr. Peterson’s report, says: “Nor- 
mally, swimmig birds’ feathers, 
filmed with the birds’ own natural 
cil, keep their bodies warm and 
dry, no matter how cold the water 
they swim and dive in. But con- 
tact with mineral oil breaks this 
natural protection. Cold water 
reaches their skins, and if they 
do not die of chill and exhaustion, 
pneumonia is apt to set in. In 
any case, a badly oiled bird be- 
comes unable to fly, and hence 
unable to seek its food.’’- 


“Oil slicks’ on the water de- 
ceive birds. To the birds they 
have all the appearance of stretch- 
es of smooth water. They glide 
down for a rest. They have alight- 
ed on a death trap. In other in- 
stances, ducks will dive outside 
the limits of an “oil slick” and 
surge to the surface in the middle 
of one of these oceanic oil fields. 
Again the oil, mortal snare! 


Sea gulls are useful in keeping 
waterfronts clear of rubbish and 
in other ways. Eider ducks are 
valuable for the light, warm down 
collected from their nests. It is 
used for making quilted jackets 
for aviators, seamen and others 
exposed to severe weather. Eider 
ducks, particularly, were seen as 
victims of oil.

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HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can 
fresh? 

A. If a little glycerin is rubbed 
over apples, they will keep longer. 
The glycerin can be washed ‘off 
when you are ready to use the 
apples. 

Q. How should butter be meas- 
ured? 

A. Don’t try to measure butter 
for recipes by cramming it into a 
cup, thereby wasting quite a bit 
of it. A pound brick of butter 
is equal to two cups and all the 
various. measures can be very 
easily figured from this. 

Q. What should be used for 
lubricating the egg beater? 

A, Using glycerin, instead of 
oil, when lubricating the egr 
beater and meat chopper will 
eliminate the possibility of im- 
parting any taste to the food. 

Q. How can I make umbrellas 
last longer? 

A. Umbrellas should be closed 
and dried upside down. When al- 
lowed to dry open, the ribs are 
likely to warp. Wiping down with 
a soft clath also helps. 

Q. Should fish be allowed to 
soak in water before frying? 

A. Fresh fish may be washed 
off, but it should never be allowed 
to soak in the water for any length 
of time, as this will destroy the 
flavor of the fish and cause the 
flesh to be of a flabby texture.

France a legal or constitutional 
government in any sense repre- 
sentative of the French people, 
hut only a German puppet gov- 
ern Ct. 

Therefore i Canadian Gov- 
ernment “has ceased to recognize 
the present government at Vichy 
as being the de jure Government 
of France and diplomatic rela- 
tions with Vichy are accordingly 
terminated.”

HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can I[ prevent stains 
when ironing over a spot on which 
perdxide has been applied to re- 
move scorch? 

A. Do not iron directiy on the 
spot moistened with peroxide, as 
this leaves rust stains on the gar- 
ment, Place a clean dry cloth 
over the spot and iron with a 
medium warm iron, replacing the 
top cloth when the peroxide soaks 
through. 

Q. How can I save time when 
sifting flour? 

A. When necessary to sift flour 
three or four times, do it on a 
sheet of clean paper. It is much 
easier to pour the flour back 
into the sifter from a piece of 
paper than from a bowl or other 
vessel, 

Q. How can I make a good 
dressing for salads? 

A. Roquefort cheese dressing 
is delicious when used on salads, 
To make it add one tablespoonful 
of crumbled Roquefort to regular 
French dressing, 

Q. How can I remove the re- 
maining lacquer when it begins to 
peel on metals, such as brass and 
copper? 

A. Use a little denatured alco- 
hol. The metal should, of course, 
be cleaned of al! old lacquer and 
well polished, cleened, and dvied, 
before refinishing with new lac- 
quer,

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL 

Because of an entirely differ- 
ent set of economic conditions, 
European pulp mills are making 
one hundred gallons of industrial 
alcohol a year from the waste 
liquors of their*#six million tons 
of sulphite pulp production. I cite 
this as but one example of the 
path that lies ahead in developing 
the chemical values in our trees. 

The after-the-war chemical pos- 
sibilities for wood are by no 
means limited to alcohol, We 
catch some glimpse of the future 
by looking into the Germans’ 
economy under wartime duress, 
where their military trucks are 
propelled by wood gas, where the 
citizens eat beef fed on cattle 
fodder made from wood cellulose. 
Our nation’s chemical industry 
will look more and more to the 
trees as a source of its raw ma- 
terials, because timber is a crop 
and trees are renewable. 

SUN-BATHED MINERS

tionary army, supported by British 
naval and air forces, has launched 
in North Africa. Hazardous as 
these operations may be, and how- 
ever long and hard the road that 
lies ahead, we know now that we 
are no longer merely hitting back 
on the defensive. This is offensive 
action on a major scale, under- 
taken in a-zone of operations that 
lies close to the main masses of the 
German and Italian Armies. It is 
the opening of the Second Front 
on that face of the European Con- 
tinent where the enemy is known 
to be least prepared to defend 
himself. 
Strategic Factors 

It is clear at once that the Am- 
erican landings in Africa, at the 
same time as General Montgomery 
continues hig victorious pursuit of 
Marshal Rommel’s forces, com- 
pletely change the strategic pic- 
ture of the war. In the struggle for 
Egypt and Libya, thé Italians and 
Germans have operated from in- 
comparably shorter supply lines 
than the British. Ships from Great 
Britain to Suez, cireumnavigating 
the whole of the continent of Afri- 
ca, have had to travel the immense 
distance of 13,000 miles. By a sim- 
lar route the distance from New 
York to Suez is 14,200 miles. 

If the American forces now suc- 
ceed in establishing firm beach- 
heads at several chosen strategic 
points and if the British are sue 
cessful in capturing or annihilat- 
ing Rommel’s remaining forces in 
North Africa, this whole situation 
will be transformed, The average 
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to the NorthAfrican coast by sea 
will be reduced to 2,000 or 2,500 
iniles. This means that ships from 
England can bring supplies in one- 
fifth to- on@seventh the present 
time. It would be almost the equiy- 
alent of multiplying fivefold the 
number of avail- 
able for supply. It mean a 
tremendous e ships and 


merchant ships 
would 
conomy. in 


time, an incalculable increase in 
the ability of the American and 
tritish forces to hold what- they 


had gained. Direct air communica- 
tion from England woul! be pos- 
sible. Air and land routes could be 
established directly across Africa 
from east to west. The British and 
American forces in Africa could 
be firmly linked. The American 
landings in Algiers at last make it 
possible to end either the ‘reality 
or the threat of aid and supplies 
by Vichy France from that direc- 
tion to German or Italian forces, 
They make jt possible to eut off 
former avenues of escape for such 
forces. Above all, they expose the 
“under side” of Europe to invasion, 


Risks Involved 

We must reckon with the fact 
_that if the American landings pre- 
sent enormous opportunitie® they 
also involve commensurate risks 
They can bring hitherto immobiliz- 
ed French land and naval forces 
into the war aghinst us. Although 


Hitler has seized this excuse to 
occupy the rést of France, the Ger. 
mans and Italiane will still have, 
if they are able to exploit them, 
shorter lines of communication to 
Libya, Tunisia and Algeria than 
the British and ourselves. Our 


forces in Africa must be constant- 
ly reinforced and supplied. The 
Axia, with whatever sea and air 
power it has or can get Into the 
Mediterranean, will attack our con- 
voys. 

Moral Factors 

From this demonstration of our 
power and our purpose the con- 
quered peoples of Europe, impat- 
jent for the day when they ean 
turn with fury’on the Nazi beast. 
will draw fresh strength and cour- 
age. Our Ruséian allies, fighting 
superbly, and for the most 
alone, through so many 
will see in the are that reaches 
from North Africa to Southern 
Europe the shape of the Second 
Front which they have urged us 
to establish. The few still hesi- 
tant and still skeptical nations in 
our own hemisphere will find fresh 
evidence of the strength of our 
commitment to destroy the mili- 
tary power of Hitler's Germany. 

Hitler's Germany itself cannot 
fail to feel the impact of this 
news. Proof of that, and a sug- 
gestion of the effect which it may 
have on the morale of the German 
people, is to be found in the fact 
that Hitler did not dare to let a 
single day pass without broadcast- 
ing his assurances that the land- 
ing of an American expeditionary 
force on a Second Front cah be 
dismissed as unimportant. 

But it is, above all, in France, 
more even than in Germany or in 
Russia or in the smaller nations 
of Europe, that the news of our 
landing in Africa will have pro- 
found repercuasions, What these 
will be, in the days that lie ahead, 
no man can say for certain. [It is 
possible that the renegade Laval 
and the befuddled Petain- may suc- 
ceed for a time in confusing French 
opibion and in delivering some of 
the strength of the French people 
into the service of their mortal 
enemy, But of this we feel certain:

Channel Islands 


Britons with relatives and 
friends living under German oc- 
cupation on the Channel Isles have

:ers imported from European na- 
tions to work on large fortifica- 
tions the Germans are throwing 
up with desperate speed. 
Expect British Attack 

Comforting is the inference 
that the Germans expect a Bri- 
tish attack. Beeause moré than 
two years ago, when the British 
garrison was withdrawn and the 
Germans came, the idea of need- 
ing fortifications would heve been 
laughable to them. They were the 
attackers and they were confident 
their next move would be forward. 
Now they are trying ‘to build in- 
surance against a British move 
that would smash them back. 

Disquieting is the news that de- 
Spite the vastly-inereased popula- 
tion of the little group of istanda, 
the food stocks have not been in- 
creased and clothing stocks—ex- 
hausted long ago—have not been 
replenished. Causing even more 
concern are reports that some 
male British subjects have disap- 
peared from their homes recently.
